through official sources 
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The only other medical facta that 
we liave are those that were relessed 
by the physicians at Parkland Me- 
morial Hospital la Dellas, where Pragi 
dent Kennedy was tahaa sod treated 
before being pronounced dead offi- 
cially Thus we must preface any it" 
marks, particularly any that may serfs 
to be critical. with the caveat that we 
are not in possession of all the facta. 
Also, we can appreciate the fact that 
the pathologists who performed the 
autopsy, being members of the Armed 
Services, may not have been permitted

Dr. Tuchler 
explained, “are sufficiently detailed 
to negate rumors of a conspiracy/'

But in his study of the peat history , 
of Oswald as developed in the Warren 
report. Dr Tuchler said, he was “as- 
tonished to find that, of the S22 wit- 
nesses Interviewed and of the thou- 
sands of reports presented to the 
Commission, not one psychiatrist 
studied an> portion <>f the data gath- 
ered throughout these otherwise in- 
tensive interviews for the purpose of 
professional psychiatric opinion “
